1. The existing Bye-law ‘6’ of Chapter IX be deleted. 

2. The existing Bye-law ‘6A’ of Chapter IX be re-numbered 
as ‘6’. 

3. In the existing Bye-law ‘6A’ of Chapter IX the word 
“and” appearing between the words “White Jute” and “Tossa” 
be substituted by a coma. 

4. After the words “Daise Jute” appearing in the existing 
Bye-law 6A of Chapter IX the words “and Mesta” be added. 

5. The Sub-Bye-law “(a)” under the existing Bye-law 6A 
of Chapter IX be re-numbered as “(A)". 

6. After the Table II and notes thereunder under the exist¬ 
ing Sub-Bye-law (b) of the existing Bye-law 6A of Chapter 
IX the following new Sub-Bye-law be added : 

“(C). Mesta shall be classified into six grades namely : 

MESTA 1, MESTA 2, MESTA 3, MESTA 4, 
MESTA 5 and MESTA 6.

NOTE : (a) The minimum reed length should be 150 cm, or the effective reed length should be not less than 100 cm ecxept 
for MESTA 6 (see TS. 7032 (Part 10—1973*). 


(b) The fibre should be in dry storable condition. 

(c) The fibre should be free from HUNKA. mud and other foreign materials. 


(d) Natural dust may be allowed in grades MESTA 4, MESTA 5 artd MESTA 6 with proportionate discount. 


(e) Root content will include hard baiKy croppy ends. 


(f) A parcel of MESTA which would not score full marks for a particular grade shall still be considered for that 
grade with suitable discount to be settled between the buyer and the seller, provided its score is not less 
by 50 (or more) per cent of the difference between the maximum scores for that and the next lower grade. 
When the score is less by . 50 (or more) per cent of the difference, the buyer will have option to reject or 
settle with a suitable discount. 

(g) Scores in the table may be taken as guidance for determining the discount.
